But he said the airlines “ are 
concerned that escalating jet fuel 
prices could ultimately drive air 
transportation beyond the reach of 
millions of citizens to whom it is 
essential 
Ignatius urged Simon to meet this 
week with representatives of the 
airline industry to discuss the cost of 
jet fuel 
The airlines plan to cut some 1.500 


flights and furlough 15,000 pilots 
during to the energy crisis

LOS ANGELES <UPI> - Record 
falls of snow and rain left thousands 
snowbound in the mountains of 
Southern 
C alifornia 
today, 
undermined highways, sent rivers of 
mud surging through homes and 
blocked 
roads

avalanches of mud and rock 
Today was the fifth day of the 
drenching, caused by a pair of 
storms, and residents were warned 
that a third storm is hovering off the 
coast, poised to keep the downpour 
going weeklong 


Stormy skies dropped another 84 
of an inch of rain on the Lompoc 
Valley area overnight raising the 
season total to 8 80 inches compared 
to 7.04 inches last year at this time. 
Occasional high winds toppled 45 
trees during the five-day storm and 
broke branches on numerous other 
trees. City parks crews managed to 
save 23 of the toppled trees.

More 
than four feet of snow has fallen on 
mountain regions, whipped by winds 
into drifts up to 20 feet high.

Interstate 5, the main 
north-south highway in California, 
was again cut by snowbound passes 
over the Tehachapi Mountains. 
City hillsides turned to unstable 
muck under the constant soaking 
and came sliding down on homes 
and highways. 
Mike Robles, 20, was sleeping in 
his cousin’s house in Highland Park 
when a ton of mud surged through 
the walls “ I opened my eyes ana I 
was covered up to my neckin mud.” 
he said. 
A section of the Golden State 
Freeway, 12 feet long and 20 wide, 
its underpinning of earth washed 
away, crumpled and sank 6 inches.

helicopter 
rescued 
three 
residents of Topanga Canyon, a 
suburban area just northwest of Los 
Angeles hard hit by mudslides 
because of a disastrous brush fire 
last 
fall. 
The 
fire 
burned the 
vegetation off the slopes, leaving 
them bare to the rains. Some 300 
residents of the canyon, with shovels 
and sandbags, were fighting to hold 
back 
waves 
of 
mud. 
Highway 
patrolmen escorted convoys of cars 
through

canyon, 
where 
avalanches of mud and rock have 
smashed into autos in recent days. 


Winds of up to 65 miles per hour 
lashed the coast and 8-foot swells 
crashed onto Santa Catalina Island. 
Power lines were torn by winds or 
broken by the weight of ice, with 
more than 2,000 homes in five areas 
blacked out Monday night

Assessor's office needs revision 


The 
petroleum 
and 
mineral 
appraisal program of the Santa 
Barbara County assessor’s office 
needs 
complete 
revision, 
the 
C alifornia 
State 
Board 
of 
Equalization 
reported 
today 
following a review of the assessor’s 
procedures. 


“ The large number ot assessment 
based on out-of-date appraisals and 
the smaller number of assessment 
not supported by appraisals need to 
be 
corrected,” 
George 
Reilly, 
chairman of the board, stated. 


“ Not all of these appraisals can be 
made at once,” Reilly noted. “ The 
assessor desperately needs a good, 
automated sales-ratio system to 
help 
him 
plan 
his 
reappraisal 
program, evaluate the results and 
make 
interim adjustments. The 
county’s data processing center ¿s 


committed to provide this service, 
but we see no indication that it can 
be 
provided 
soon. 
Other 
data 
processing systems used by the 
assessor need to be updated to make 
better use of computer technology 


Reilly pointed out that the report 
reflects the status of the assessor s 
office in May, 1973, when the last 
member of the survey team left the 
county. Since that time, some of the 
recommendations contained in the 
report 
have 
already 
been 
implemented. 
Other recommendations in the 
report included: develop a sales- 
ratio 
program; 
establish 
a 
systematic method of collecting 
pertinent 
production, 
income, 
expense and reserve data on all oil 
and 
mineral 
properties; 
collect 
investment data on all oil and 
mineral properties; require all oil

The report noted further that the 
professional staff of the assessor’s 
office is well qualified and of nearly 
adequate size.

Balloting hours in city 
elections are usually until 7pm 
A spokesman in state Senator

apparently the technicalities have 
been solved and in all probability the 
governor will call the election for 
March 5 
Gov Reagan, has, by law. 14 days 
from the time of the death of the 
congressman to call the special 
election Should the March 5 date be 
certain, candidates will have from 
Jan 10 - 18 to file declarations of 
intent to run A filing fee of $425 is 
required 
Contenders 
for 
the 
vacated 
representative post appear to be 
numerous in political circles. 
Lagomarsino, who most political 
observers feel will be the strong 
contender, has not decided whether 
to seek the post, his office stated 
this morning Alan Teague, the late 
congressman’s son and mayor of 
Santa Paula, has stated that he will 
not be a candidate 
Republican 
Assemblyman W Don MacGillivray 


who faces re-election this year is 
“ committed at this time" to the 
assembly race, an administrative 
aide reported today 
Mrs Gita Gmberg, chairman of 
the 
Santa 
Barbara 
County 
Democratic 
Central 
Committee, 
said this morning that she has called 
for a tri county meeting Jan 19 at 
the Miramar Hotel from 9 a m to 5 
p m to hear avowed candidates 
“ We would have liked to have had 
an earlier meeting to listen to all 
who express an interest in seeking 
the position, but it is impossible,” 
she stated Should the election be on 
March 5. filing will have closed the 
day before the meeting 
“ We intend to listen to all those 
interested enough to have paid the 
filing fee," she declared “ We will 
then make up our mind on 
endorsement " 
Mrs Gmberg stated that there 
appears to be great interest in the 
position from many of her partv 
members 
She 
mentioned 
such 
persons 
as Assemblyman Ken 
McDonald, l^s Cleveland, former 
mayor of Simi who challenged 
Teague in the last congressional 
election attorney Jim Browning of 
Oxnard Supervisor Frank Frost of 
Santa Barbara and Tom Urbanski 
and Roger Ieolo of Santa Maria 
Asked about the possibility of 
Gary 
Hart, 
another 
former 
challenger for Teague’s position, 
seeking the post, Mrs 
Ginberg 
stated that she understood he was 
“ pretty well" committed to the 
assembly race this year She said 
there was speculation, however, 
that should Lagomarsino seek the 
congressional post. Hart may run 
for state senator Hart was away 
from his office this morning and 
unavailable for comment

Board votes 
for consolidation

Consolidation of the county clerk s 
office with that of county recorder 
and abolishment of the separate 
offices at the end of 1974 was voted 
Monday 
by 
the Santa 
Barbara 
County Board of Supervisors. 
The move could trigger a sharp 
battle beginning with the June 
primary election on the part of a 
number 
of 
possible 
candidates 
seeking the new job. which will pay 
$25,000 a year 
County Clerk Howard C. Menzel, 
who has been at his new post only 
since Dec. 1, following retirement of 
the late J.E . Lewis, is planning to 
seek the combined position 
Should County Recorder Rita van 
Buskirk also become a candidate, a 
keen battle between the two could 
result 
Mrs. van Buskirk, who is 
known as having strongly opposed 
the consolidation move, has topped 
all other candidates in vote-getting 
in previous elections for county 
positions 
Menzel 
currently 
receives 
a 
salary of $23,803 annually, while 
Mrs van Buskirk s salary is $21,543 
Even before the board considered 
taking action to combine the offices, 
there had been talk of possible 
opposition to Menzel in the 1974 
election Menzel would have had to 
seek reelection for a new term as 
county clerk this year at any rate A 
citizens' coalition group was said to 
be shopping about for a candidate 
for county clerk 
The board 
unanimously voted 
Monday to pass the ordinance on 
first reading It will come up next 
week for final approval 
The 
consolidation 
move 
was 
proposed 
by 
Supervisor 
James 
Slater recently as an efficiency 
move, by passage of an ordinance 
Administrative Officer Raymond 
I). Johnson prepared a report, as 
requested by the supervisors Dec 
31, which said he had not sufficient 
time to make an in-depth study to 
evaluate the pros and cons of the 
merger But he said a brief study 
showed 
the 
consolidation 
could 
provide 
greater 
utilization 
of 
personnel and equipment, provide 
for one administrative head, provide 
a better public service in some 
areas, save costly floor space, and 
develop 
greater 
utilization 
of 
computer application and timeliness 
of service 
Net savings of providing one 
administrative head for both offices 
would be $20,346. the report showed, 


providing that the post of assistant 
recorder was deleted, and one 
assistant 
clerk recorder 
was 
named 
Since Menzel has been made 
county 
clerk, 
his 
position 
of 
assistant county clerk has not been 
filled 
The 
present 
county 
clerk 
operation has 51 positions, and there 
are 20 positions in the recorder’s 
office 


Gold prices

LONDON d JF Ii — Gold prices 
soared to a record high in heavy 
trading on the big London bullion 
market today and the U.S. dollar 
surged ahead in a dramatic revival 
as the world's strongest currency 
The price of gold took off to an 
average of $130 an ounce, up almost 
$7 an ounce in early trading This 
was $1 more than the previous mid­ 
session record of $129 an ounce set 
last summer 


Dealers attributed the rise to the 
dollar’s big advances against other 
major currencies 


The dollar’s revival as the world s 
strongest currency maintained its 
momentum today with further gains 
being recorded in most foreign 
exchanges 


An official of a New York bank 
branch in Paris called the rise “ a 
total victory for the Americans

Legislature gets most of $9.89 billion budget 


SACRAMENTO 
(U PI) Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan today sent the legislature most of 
an estimated $9 89 billion state budget, a 
16.5 billion program to support local 
government which included a slash in funds 
for ghetto schools 
Tailored to fit the expenditure lid 
proposed in his tax limitation initiative 
defeated by the voters Nov 
6, the 
governor’s spending plan reflected a 3.8 
per cent increase in state aid to local 
entities over what they now receive. 
It included $6.7 million to reimburse 
cities and counties for what the governor 
figured was the state s share of costs of the 
special state-wide election on his tax 
limitation ballot initiative. 
The local governments have billed the 
state $15 3 million for their costs 


Verne Orr, the “ squeeze, cut and trim 
governor's 
director 
of 
finance, 
told 
newsmen 
the 
budget 
represented 
a 
“ conservative but adequate approach to 
the state’s needs ... It doesn t have areas 
that I know of that have been shorted or 
starved ” 


Reagan 
sent 
the 
lawmakers 
the 
$6,599,800,515 local assistance portion of 
the state budget first in keeping with his 
practice of submitting the spending plan in 
two parts. 


The local aid package traditionally 
constitutes two-thirds of the entire state 
budget Reagan contends the “ two budget 
procedure dramatizes to taxpayers that 
only a third of their state tax dollar is spent 
for state operations. 


The state operations portion will be 


submitted Thursday. The new budget year 
begins July 1. 
Orr conceded 
the 
potentially 
most 
controversial provision was a proposed $8 
million cut in compensatory education pro­ 
grams for schools in low-wealth and ghetto 
areas, half of them in Los Angeles 


These funds reflected the proposed 
abolition of a program to reduce class sizes 
by hiring additional teachers along with the 
elimination of certain teacher training 
programs. Officials said there was 
no 
significant” 
results to show the two 
programs were improving educational 
quality. 


Another 
controversial 
proposed 
educational cutback was a $3 million 
reduction in funds for the Miller-Unruh 
reading program for slow learners from 


$18.3 million this year in state funds to 
$15.3 million 


Orr said state Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Wilson Riles didn't support the 
cuts proposed by the governor. Orr added 
the reduction in reading funds would be 


earmarked 
for 
the 
fledgling 
“ early 
childhood education” program, whose cur­ 
rent budget would be increased from $25 
million to $40 million. 


The finance director, who said the budget 
reflected 
Reagan’s 
promise 
to 
limit 
expenditures the same as they would have 
been if Prop. 1 had passed, told reporters 


he believed a projected reduction in 
anticipated revenues caused by the energy 
crisis would leave little room for the 
legislature to increase the budget.

attack civilian airliners.

Heath canceled a crisis 
cabinet 
meeting 
planned 
this morning 


Instead, they said, he was 
working most of the day at 
Chequers, 
his 
official 
country 
residence, 
on a 
major speech he will deliver 
when Parliament returns 
from its Christmas recess 
for a two-day emergency 
session Wednesday. 


London 
newspapers 
continued to speculate that 
Heath soon may dissolve 
Parliament 
and 
order 
national elections on the 
issue:

country— the labor unions 
or 
the 
elected 
government?” 


But other political sources 
said no immediate decision 
is likely.

One term for presidents? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
Watergate committee says it might be a 
good idea to limit presidents to one term in 
office and impose “ a radically new 
campaign financing system ” 


The 
committee 
referred 
to 
both 
suggestions 
in 
a 
two-page 
amended 
complaint and 32-page memorandum filed 
Monday in U.S. District Court as part of its 
suit to obtain tapes of five White House 
conversations between President Nixon 
and his aides. 


In essence the committee said it needs 
the tapes in order to decide whether Nixon 


and others were guilty of wrongdoing and 
therefore whether major reforms should 
be made. It said: 
“ If, for example, it is concluded that the 
President and his closest subordinates 
were 
involved in serious wrongdoing 
relating to the 1972 presidential campaign 
and election, far reaching remedies may 
be necessary. 
“ In such circumstances, the committee 
might recommend that presidential tenure 
be 
limited 
to 
one 
term 
and 
the 
participation of the president 
in his 
campaign to choose his successor be 
drastically limited ” 


Prices up 2.5 per cent 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Spurred by 
sharp rises for fuels and foods, wholesale 


prices increased 2.5 per cent in December 
to push the overall wholesale index to its 


biggest upswing for any year since 1946, the 
government reported today 


While 
wholesale 
costs 
of 
refined 
petroleum products were going up by 19.5 
per cent, food prices ended a three-month 
decline and shot up 2 2 per cent. 


This made the 1973 increase in the food 
category 26.7 per cent—highest since the 
Labor Department started keeping such 
records in 1947. 
The industrial commodity index, which 
many economists regard as the most 
significant of 
the categories 
in 
the 
wholesale statistics, registered a 2.7 per 
cent increase last month. For all of 1973, it 
was up 14.8 per cent, highest since 1946, 
first full peacetime year after World War 
II. 


Reagan, cities differ on cost 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov. Ronald 
Reagan today differed with California 


cities and counties on how much money the 
state

reimburse

In presenting to the legislature the first 
pàrt of his proposed 1974-75 state budget, 
Reagan included $6.7 million to reimburse 
cities and counties for what he figured as 


the state share of the election costs. The 
initial part of the budget was composed of 
state support funds to local governments. 
The cities and counties have asked the 
state for $15.3 million in reimbursement 
funds, Legislative Analyst A. Alan Post 
disclosed Monday. 
The Reagan administration has said it 
does not intend to pay all the claims by 
local governments seeking reimbursement 
for giving their employes a day off for the 
election.

The official said it was unlikely Nixon would respond to 
any request by the committee because of the “ partisan 
attitude of some members of the committee and the staff'' 
as well as the “ blatant usurpation of executive power’’ by 
Congress. 
In effect, the official saw little prospect of Nixon ac­ 
quiescing to a suggestion Sunday by Vice President Gerald 
R 
Ford that “ maybe, and I underline maybe, a 
compromise is in the realm of possibility' if the Watergate 
panel cuts down its demand 
In addition to a pending subpoena for five tapes, the 
committee recently subpoenaed some 500 White House 
tapes and documents on a wide range of subjects 
The official indicated that Nixon and his key advisers now 
believe that the Watergate committee has become 
“ politicized” and that the President has the backing of the 
American people in refusing to give in to the committee’s 
subpoenas. 
“ Just as (Sen. Joseph) McCarthy was stopped, so Sen. 
(Sam) Ervin must be stopped,’ the official said 


“ The vice president said maybe’ and he underlined 
maybe,” ’ Deputy Press Secretary Gerald R. Warren told 
reporters. “ If anything else comes from the committee it 
will have to be evaluated in light of the attitude reflected in 
the request...” 


Some presidential aides stressed privately that Nixon is 
not slamming the door on the committee They said Nixon 
has been fully cooperating with Special Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski 


Nixon, meanwhile, is planning a reorganization of his 
domestic policy staff to give Ford a bigger role in the day- 
to-day decisions in that area One reason is the departure on 
Feb. 1 of domestic counselor Melvin R Laird.

Debate over proposals for increased retirement benefits

Monday between Supervisor Charles F Catterlm and John 
Schaaf, Santa Barbara painting contractor who is helping to 
head a referendum drive to cancel out the supervisors 69 
percent pay boost, 


( atterlin. a Santa Barbara attorney who had bested 
Second District incumbent Joe J. Callahan and Schaaf in 
the 1970 supervisorial contest, took exception to comments 
by Schaaf at the weekly supervisors' session that 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell's pension, when he retires this 
year, will be almost doubled by reason of the pay boost 
from $14.000 to $24.000 which the supervisors voted for 
themselves last year 


For some 15 to 20 seconds, Catterlin and Schaaf shouted 
uncomplimentary things to each other while board 
chairman Francis H Beattie tried to restore order 


Schaaf told Tunnell that when he voted for the pay 
increase, slated to take effect early in February if the Cost 
of Living Council approves it, it would transform his 


present smaller pension to a larger one you will get for the 
rest of your life * 
County Counsel George Kading, prompted to clarify the 
issue, said he felt Tunnell wouldn't have the full benefit of 
the major salary boost because it wouldn't go into effect 
until about one month after his final year on the board 
began 
Catterlm exclaimed: 
“ We take legal advice from our county counsel, not a 
painter ’’ 
Incensed. Schaaf replied 
Are you afraid of what I am 
going to say’’” 
Catterlin ripped into Schaaf with more derogatory 
statements, and at one point said: 
"And you assaulted my administrative assistant 
Maintaining his statement was accurate. Schaaf turned 
to Tunnell and asked if he minded if Schaaf continued 
Tunnell said he didn't mind 
Tunnell later told the board and audience that “ Schaaf is 
essentially correct, although the figures 1 obtained from 
the retirement board don t agree with the 100 per cent 
increase that Schaaf claims for my pension." 
The Santa Maria supervisor who this year is winding up 
a 12-year career on the board by retiring, explained that the 


$24.000 salary, if put into effect, would increase his monthly 
pension from $300 to $500 
Tunnell said before he voted on the supervisors pay 
increase motion, he had checked with Kading and was 
assured there would be no conflict of interest on his part in 
voting for the major salary increase He explained he 
• bought into the retirement system seven years ago. and it 
cost me $5.000 " 
Tunnell added that he felt the county’s retirement system 
was a good one He pointed out that board chairman 
Beattie, on the other hand, “ does not belong to the pension 
system . He evidently thinks he can put his money to better

Schaaf was asked to comment 
on the charge he had assaulted Catterlin’s administrative 
assistant.

You may be courting eco­ 
nomic disaster if you lay 
aside a little reserve supply 
of gasoline, just to make sure 
you don’t run out. 


The hazard, little known to 
most householders, in that a 
standard clause in most in­ 
surance policies could result 
in your insurance coverage 
being voided, in cast* of fire. 


Combination “ homeowner 
policies, and straight fire 
policies, commonly include a 
provision denying coverage 
if “ the hazard is increased by 
a means within the control or 
knowledge of the insured,” 
it's pointed out by Herbert S. 
Denenberg, Insurance Com­ 
missioner of Pennsylvania. 
Storing gasoline in the 
house, or near it, unques­ 
tionably increases the hazard 
of fire, and might well result 
in your being "e n tire ly 
denied coverage" in case of 
fire, he said. 
"That can easily mean a 
loss of $20,000, $30,000 or 
more" in case of a total burn­ 
out, the commissioner noted. 
Put yourself in the position 
of a family whose uninsured 
house has burned to the 
ground, along with nearly 
everything they own — also 


uninsured — and who still 
have some 15 years of 
mortgage payments to make 
on a nonexistent house. 


There's a recipe for financial 
ruin. 


Gasoline hoarders already 
have been m aking the 
headlines. A can exploded re­ 
cently — for no apparent 
reason — as the owner of a 
pizza parlor was preparing to 
store a reserve supply there. 
“ It’s extremely dangerous 
to store. Even heat from the 
sun can lead to an explosion, 
says D enenberg. “ The 
benefits just aren't worth the 
risk.' 


Does the soaring cost of 
nearly everything have you 
scratching around for ideas 
that w ill generate a bit more 
income? 
If you own cash-value life 
insurance, you might find ap­ 
peal in a capital-gam ploy 
suggested by a West Coast 
CPA in “The Tax Adviser,” a 
publication of the American 
Institute of Certified Public 
Accountants. 
Take out a policy loan, in­ 
vest the proceeds in certain 
kinds of bonds and. it’s sug­ 
gested. you can “convert or­ 
dinary income into long-term 
capital gains. ‘ In addition to 
your profits, there's the ad­ 
ded feature that such gains 
are taxed at half the rate of 
ordinary income. 
You can burrow against an 
insurance policy s cash 


value, currently, at interest 
rates ol 5 to 6 per cent, some­ 
times less The amount ot the 
loan would then be invested 
in “very high quality, deep- 
discount bonds — for exam­ 
ple, a bond maturing in 10 
years, with a 5 per cent 
coupon rate. 


How do you come out 
ahead by borrowing money 
at 5 per cent, and investing in 
a 5 per cent bond? 
“ Deep discount. Bonds are 
now being issued at 8 per 
cent-plus, so to sell in todays 
market, a 5 per cent bond has 
to be heavily discounted. 
It’s sold for considerably 
less than its $1,000 face value; 
you get your profit when the 
bond m a t u r e s , and is 
redeemed at full face value 
In the example above, the 
yield to maturity would be 
around 7 per cent. Thus 
there's an economic gam of 2 
per cent for just taking 
money out of one pocket and 
putting it into another. 


Meanwhile, says ' The Tax 
Adviser." the interest 
charged on your policy loan 
should be tax deductible. 
Be caretul about deduc­ 
tions for interest in deals like 
this, where money is shifted 
from one pocket to another

The sources said, however, ending the embargo against 
the United States and Holland - imposed because of the two 
nations’ support of Israel- would not lead to an early 
increase in overall oil production 
They said the Arab petroleum nations seemed intent on 


Glue too strong 
to be put on market 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Consumer Product Safety 
Commission is attempting to remove from the market 
thousands of tubes of a superglue that is so strong it can 
cement fingers and hands together. 
The government agency said there may be more than one 
million tubes of the glue on the market. It was developed 
originally for use during surgery in place of stitches. 
The firms manufacturing ten brands of it have been asked 
to halt shipment and to recall outstanding stocks, with the 
threat of a possible seizure by the government if they fail to 
comply. 
“ It has the feature of gluing almost anything to 
anything,” Commission Chairman Richard 0. Simpson told 
reporters Monday 
“ It’s a good, all-purpose glue The 
problem is maybe it’s too good ” 
Simpson said the commission began investigating the 
glue, known by the general name “ cyano-acrylic,” after 
Consumer’s Union told the agency the glue could stick 
peoples’ fingers together or to other parts of the body, 
requiring medical help to free them 
Simpson said the commission discovered that two brands 
of the glue, “ Krazy Glue,” the largest selling, and “ Per- 
mabona 102” did not have label warnings that the glue could 
cause eye irritation He said washing the eye with water 
would make the glue set faster. 
Researchers found the same lack of eye warning in eight 
other brands and are telling their manufacturers or 
distributors that they are in violation of the law on that 
count. 
A hearing will be held on the overall hazards of the glue, 
but no date has been set. 


More facts about comets 


WASHINGTON (U P I> — The comet Kohoutek, a dim 
disappointment to backyard observers, is providing new 
clues to astronomers seeking to determine where comets 
come from and their chemical makeup 
The latest bit of evidence was reported Monday when the 
space agency said a second rare molecule never before 
seen in comets was detected in Kohoutek. 
Dr 
Stephen P. Maran, head of NASA’s operation 
Kohoutek, said the observation of hydrogen cyanide in 
Kohoutek reinforces the theory by Dr. A. G. W. Cameron, 
of Harvard University, that comets are formed from 
aggregates of interstellar dust far from the sun. 
“ This is really important new knowledge,” Maran said 
“ we re finding substances which we don’t observe in the 
solar system but which we do observe out in the Milky 
Way ” 
The hydrogen cyanide molecules were detected by Drs. 
Lewis Snyder, of the University of Virginia; David Buhl, of 
the 
National 
Radio 
Astronom y 
O bservatory, 
Charlottesville, Va., and Walter Huebner, of the Los 
Alamos Scientific Laboratory, N.M. They used a 36-foot 
radio telescope at K itt Peak, Ariz., to detect the radio 
signals emitted by the molecules.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Legislation paving the way for 
18 year-old Californians to drink liquor, beer and wine has 
won approval from the Assembly. 
Without debate Monday, the lower house passed 56-10 and 
sent to the Senate a proposed constitutional amendment 
lowering the legal drinking age from 21 to 18 years. The 
Senate at previous sessions has killed similar Assembly- 
passed proposals. 
Assemblyman Robert P. Nimmo, R-Atascadero, author 
of the measure (ACA14) told his colleagues there was no 
organized” opposition to the proposal except for some 
scattered opposition” from religious groups.

Skylab uses too much gas 


HOUSTON (U P I) — A mistake by Mission Control caused 
the Skylab 3 astronauts to use 19 times more hydrogen 
thruster gas than planned for a maneuver, but flight 
controllers scheduled three more maneuvers for today and 
said there was plenty of gas to get the job done. 
The fouled-up thrusting also caused one of Skylab’s two 
remaining control gyroscopes to falter momentarily. Even 
that did not deter astronauts Gerald P. Carr, Edward G. 
Gibson and William R Pogue. 
“ Without a doubt it is the biggest day we've scheduled for 
Skylab 3,” said Flight Director Philip Shaffer who 
scheduled more than 28 hours scientific work for the 
astronauts. 
The three rolls of the station would require the use of gas, 
Shaffer said, as the Earth photo pass did Monday 
Engineers measure the gas in “ pound seconds” and instead 
of tne planned 55 pound seconds expected to roll the station 
over and back again, about 1,000 pound seconds were used 
“ We burned a bunch,” Shaffer said “ Today (Monday) 
was expensive.” 
Shaffer said there was still plenty of gas left to complete 
all the science requirements tor the 84-day flight 
Carr made the error after the photo survey. He told the 
computer to roll the station back to its normal position an 
hour before he was supposed to

'Not guilty/ insists Tarkanian

Among the 26 “ serious” charges filed against Long 
Beach State was one alleging a prospective athlete 
received free lodging for three months. 


“ Totally untrue,” said Tarkanian

stayed in the community of the junior college until about 
two weeks before school. The NCAA has a statement 
signed by the JC coach, the player and myself, yet they 
used that as one of the charges.” 


Another claim was that Tarkanian promised a 


prospect that his family would be moved to Long Beach 
and a job found for the mother. 
“ The boy’s high school coach made that statement His 
junior high coach, who was with me every time I talked 
to the boy, denied it and so did the mother,’ Tarkanian 
said. 
Tarkanian said he responded in writing to the N( AA

He said he went to Las Vegas from Long Beach State 
assuming the NCAA’s investigation was dead because no 
charges had been brought during the period he was

An energy saver has a bright idea: 


Turn off the light bulb explosion

NEW YORK - IN K A) 
During World War II. when 
blackouts and other lllumma- 
t ion cutbacks were mandated 
throughout the nation, Amer­ 
icans waited Ibndlv tor the 
day “ When The Lights Go < in 
Again All Over the World 
They did go on again, of 
course But on and on and on. 
So much so that today, as 
energy conservat ion becomes 
the vogue again, it seems to 
some that the United States 
has been experiencing a kind 
of light bulb explosion. 
Indeed, the nation is awash 
m artificial illumination. No 
other country on earth is as 
glaringly or as wastefully lit. 
One study indicates that 
Americans have tripled their 
lighting capacity in just 15 
years, and now outshine 
other nations in the in­ 
dustrialized world by as 
m u ch 
as 10 tim e s the 
candlepower. 
The S.S. Kresge headquar­ 
ters m Detroit, say critics, is 
a glittering example. The 
building was reportedly 
designed to contain 25,000 40- 
watt lamps which, due to the 
nature ot the bulbs, were said 
to burn more efficiently if 
they were never turned off 
The engineering has since 
been modified but for awhile, 
at least, the Kresge building 
was said to be lighting up on 
a 24-hour rate of some 8.76 
million kilowatts annually, ot 
which some six million ks 
were burning after 6 p.m. and 
on weekends. 
The Kresge illustration is 
not an uncommon one. This 
kind of shocking energy 
waste, according to New 
Y o rk a r c h i t e c t K i c h a r d 
Stem, is so ordinary as to be 
a I most i nst i t u t iona I i/.ed. 
Stem says that since World 
W ar 11 the nation has been 
playing a game of kilowatt 
oneupsmanship, with each 
building, billboard and office 
steno-pool trying to outdo, 
outglow or out see the other. 
Part of the reason has been 
cheap energy. Why run a bus­ 
iness m Dickensian darkness 
when power com panies 
reduce rates for increased 
c o n s u m p 11 o n'! M o r e o v e r , 
since the Second World War 
few firms have been able to 
resist the advertising indus­ 
try's promise of big rewards 
for big thinking: i.e., anyone 
who has three or four huge 
neon lights astride his place, 
plus a few more on the high­ 
way approach, is assured a 
leg up on the competition. 
Part of tlit* reason, too, has 
been the nation's outdated 
optic intelligence. Though 
few professionals support the 
theory, much of the general 
population continued to 
believe that anything less 
than brilliant lighting will 
harm the eyesight. The fact 
is, according to the National 
Society for the Prevention of 
Blindness, poor light w ill 
fatig u e eyes but ra re ly 
damage them. The new 
school ol thought holds that 
since eyes are operated by 
muscles, exercise in varied 
light conditions adds to their 
strength. 
But when placing the 
blame for America’s over­ 
developed lighting system, 
architect Stein says the 
longest 
finger must be 
pointed at the lighting indus­ 
try itselt 
Its growth, Stem 
charges, depends on an ever 


more illuminated society. 
Thus it lias encouraged ex­ 
travagance and, sometimes, 
warned ominously against 
the alternative. A few years 
ago General Electric con­ 
ducted an advertising cam­ 
paign called “ America the 
Blind 
which equated subs­ 
tandard school-room lighting 
with slow learning boys and 
girls. 


To better spread the word 


about tlx* value of lighting, 
Stem says the industry has 
established its own bureau of 
standards: the Illuminating 
Engineering Society* Stein 
adds that IKS is made up 
mostly of lighting company 
executives, who naturally 
have a special interest in in­ 
creased lighting, yet there 
has been remarkably little 
suspicion ot the standards it 
sets. “ There are no govern­ 
ment standards for lighting. 
And since every builder likes 
to refer to some guide to fol­ 
low in building anything. IKS 


suggestions are the only thing 
to turn to.” 
Said suggestions. Stein 
believes, are excessive. He 
says the 1ES has built up a 
“ big mystique” concerning 
adequate lighting, dazzling 
builders w ith such laboratory 
tests as “ Visual Comfort Pro­ 
bability 
and “ Equivalent 
Sphere Illum ination.” Few 
know what they mean, but 
accept them as important. 
The result is that when the 
1ES says office illumination 
should be sufficient to read a 
fifth carbon paper, and that 
its standards are based on a 
99 per cent accuracy target, 
builders and buyers alike are 
impressed. 
Never mind, says Stein, 
that it s seldom necessary to 
read fifth carbons and that 
accuracy is more a human 
being than light bulb trait. 
For its part. IKS repre­ 
sentatives say they do not 
willingly contribute to the 
national lighting excess. IES 
President George Clark, a 
Svlvama executive, says the 
group issues suggestions 
based on careful study, that 
the suggestions are not law, 
and that people who go 
beyond the suggestions do so 
on their own. 


However, admits Clark, "In 
the context of our time and 
the new 
energy ethic, .we 
(IE S may have to modify 
some of our views. We feel we 
can cut down lighting. We 
think we can save 25 to30 per 
cent ot lamp installation and 
still provide good illumina­ 
tion.' 


Stem, for one, hopes IES 
has truly seen the light. He 
feels the old concept of “ the 
more the light the better the 
product” was never very 
wise, and believes actually 
that the U.S. trend toward 
monotonous uniformity in 
lighting has hurt production 
by fostering job boredom, 
dissatisfaction and absentee­ 
ism. Besides, extra lighting 
means extra heat which in 
the sum m er 
lias to be 
neutralized with extra air 
conditioning (even in winter 
some New York offices oper-

become a classic imperative. Arizona’s 
Barry Goldwater phrased it as “put up or

Republican party and the Democratic 
party — they are playing around with the 
American people." 


The American people are divided and 
disturbed by all the Watergate revelations 
and accusations, but they certainly must 
be united in a desire for a return of 
confidence in government. 


Since, 
however, 
the 
House 
has 
undertaken an investigation of the merits 
of charges involving the White House, no 
real return of confidence can be expected 
until that body makes its decision. It is not 
a matter of dilly-dallying or political 
gamesmanship. 


Fr. Berriqan's latest

struggle

moment, there is considerable irony 
in the latest chapter in the crowded 
life 
of 
the 
Reverend 
Daniel 
Berrigan, S.J., the haunted Jesuit 
priest who will one day waste away 
in melancholy over the world s 
impolite 
refusal to 
fashion 
its 
affairs after his preachments. This 
time Fr. Berrigan has turned down 
an award. Apparently he turned it 
down in the nick of time. If he had 
waited another day or two, the 
proffered award probably would 
have been withdrawn. 
The sequence is 
as follows. There is 
a peace-type group 
in 
C o n n e c t i c u t 
called 
Promoting 
Enduring 
Peace. 
Like many paper 
organizations, 
this 
one seeks notoriety 
by giving a prize. 
The prize is called 
the Gandhi Peace 
Award 
There are 40-odd trustees of PEP, 
and they apparently reached the 
decision without any dissent to 
award the prize this year to Father 
Berrigan. 
Father Daniel Berrigan. it will be 
recalled 
by 
students 
of 
The 
Movement, is not Father Philip 
Berrigan. Father Philip Berrigan, 
PEP 
honoree’s brother, 
is the 
gentleman who for years insisted on 
the 
sacred 
unity 
of 
Catholic 
orthodoxy and peacenikism, which 
sermon was interrupted recently by 
the news that he and the Catholic 
nun who were briefly in the spotlight 
for allegedly planning to whisk away 
Henry 
Kissinger and hold him 
ransom against a United States 
military departure from Vietnam, 
were, uh, making peace together. 
What is left of orthodoxy in the 
Catholic 
Church 
promptly 
excommunicated Father Phil, but 
Father Dan, on leaving prison in 
Danbury for assaulting a draft 
center, burning the records, and 
spilling animal blood on the ashes, 
or whatever — Fr. Dan is a poet, 
and when he says it, it rhymes, and 
he is the hero — is still a member of 
the Church, and resumed his cries 
for peace 
This 
led 
to his selection as 
recipient of PE P’s prize. But then in 
mid-October, 
shortly 
after 
the 
Arabs 
launched 
their offensive 
against Israel, Father Dan was 
invited to address a meeting of Arab 
graduate students. And here he laid 
it on the line, 
greatly to the 
disadvantage of Israel. He said of it 
that it was a “criminal Jewish 
conspiracy. 
That, as a state, Israel 


is the “creation of an elite of 
millionaires, 
generals, 
and 
entrepreneurs.” The peace-types 
who were involved with PEP began 
to register their horror over Fr. 
Dan’s applying strictly to Israel the 
analysis he began using against 
South Vietnam 
A prominent rabbi denounced Fr 
Dan. Then a prominent Protestant 
clergyman And then a prominent 
Catholic theologian. The them Fr. 
Dan 
replied 
with 
great 
scorn, 
r e f e r r i n g 
to 
the m 
as 
an 
“ecumenical trio,” “a troika of 
bigots 
in 
comman 
cause. 
Whereupon Fr. Dan announced that 
he would not accept the prize: 
greatly relieving the trustees of 
PEP, who will now look for a 
follower 
of 
Gandhi 
who 
will 
d i s t i n g u i s h 
b e t w e e n 
th e 
undesirability of South Vietnamese 
sovereignty, and the desirability of 
Israeli sovereignty. 
When the Six Day War broke out, 
and 
all 
the 
peace 
m archers 
temporarily deserted their stations 
to egg on Israel, Professor John 
Roche called them “ Doves for 
War.” The contradiction aside — 
who now is unaware that the peace 
lobby is not available to advocate 
the surrender of Israel? — we have 


here, in the strident voice of Fr. 
Berrigan, the voice sufficiently to 
justify the use of arms in defense of 
it. 
Fr. Berrigan has flushed out the 
relativism 
of 
many 
of 
his 
confederates in the anti-Vietnam 
movement. But it is unlikely that he 
has taught them a lesson, things 
come too easily for that set. Fr 
Dan’s problem now is to settle for 
the very narrow constituency to 
which he should have appealed all 
along, the total pacifists Those who 
value, 
really, 
only 
themselves, 
disdaining any corporate ideals, like 
sovereignty, self-defense, collective 
resistance. Now his voice is defiant, 
and even eloquent — no one spoke 
better 
the 
soaring 
rhetoric 
of 
pacifism than he during the 1960’s. 
But after this brush with reality, he 
will 
find 
himself 
pretty 
much 
forlorn 


Fortunately, 
the 
American 
military, and outposts in Europe and 
Israel, are committed to measures 
that will continue to give him the 
freedom to debase public policies in 
order to press the hobgoblinization 
of all the forces that work to keep 
international order and modicum of 
liberty.

You can never be satisfied in this 
business. I realize this whenever I 
file through copies of my stories I 
keep in a cardboard box. 
But it’s important to review past 
work. And the year’s end is as good 
a time as any to evaluate one’s 
worth in a profession. 
I began 1973 with the worst bit of 
reporting The story on the late Sal 
Lopez and the local AAUW’s forum 
series 
(“ Mexican-American 
in 
California” ) contained three gross 
factual errors on Mr. Lopez. The 
errors 
were

resulted through carelessness. 
The next month I hacked together 
a 
personality 
piece 
on 
Belita 
Moreno, 
the

Hancock College who gave that 
wonderful performance in 
‘Once

The story represented my writing at 
its wooliest. No cohesiveness. 
The one on the new Lompoc phone 
book I liked, only I used the wrong 
word in one place and several typos 
were missed. All of which made for 
irritating reading. 
The story on nine-year-old Jerry 
Phelps, who was appearing in the 
AHC production of “ Music Man,” 
was fine (because of its light tone), 
but wordy. 


Everyone enjoyed the story and 
photo layout on the bams of Lompoc 
Valley. But really it carried much 
deadwood (no pun intended) and 
thoughtless paragraphs. Ditto for 
the story about Lompoc s USOs 
during World War II 
I should have taken more time to

Safety first 


Lompoc Valley Safety Council — 
the 
organization 
of 
dedicated 
citizens who for years started the 
ball rolling for greater safety in the 
community is inactive as tne new 
year begins. 
This reporter was 
unable to find any 
council official to 
discuss the current 
s t a t u s . 
F a r l e y 
Beckett, local safe­ 
ty engineer and long 
time 
activist 
in 
safety council ef­ 
forts says the coun­ 
cil is not in oper­ 
ation. 
If that is true, the tradition so 
exemplified by Beckett and others 
including 
Donald 
Glick, 
Mrs. 
George Waudby and Mary Saladino, 
is in need of reviving. Beckett says 
there was never more need than now 
to scrutinize the community for 
safety hazards. 
In leafing through safety council 
records, I see that the improvement 
of 
Miguelito 
Channel 
west 
of 
Lompoc was one of the big efforts in 
conjunction 
with 
the 
Miguelito 
School PTA and with a loose knit 
group of southwest area parents, 
and is still undone and still in the 
view of most, still a hazard to school 
children 
particularly. 
As 
the 
uninitiated may not be aware, the 
channel is unfenced for the most 
part and has become a collection 
spot for trash. 
But the worst 
problem is the hazard the ditch 
poses for young bicyclists and little 
children going to and from Miguelito 
School. The channel runs from 0 
Street and Olive Avenue, west on 
Olive to V Street and thence north to 
the Santa Ynez River. 
Beckett and others are concerned 
with the beach area at Surf. The 
sanitation of the area has been 
spotlighted by the safety council and 
tne Record on more than one 
occasion. But the hazard of no life 
guard in the area bothers Beckett 
most. The safety council has argued 
the question for years and in the 
view of Beckett, little has been 
done.
